That was a serious charge at any time, 
and it was particolariy sm, at this crisis in 
the effairs of the country. on onal ghnt 
his eyes to what was going hog ad been 
various attempts, some successtul, rinn i Acus 
ful, to obtain in one way or hnother possession of 
the instruments for taking human life or for the 
destruction of property. 1t was ebvious that there 
were a certain number of persons in this country, 
acting in concert, who would stop at nothing to 
work their wicked will by means and methods 
which must end in trawedy and rain. He hoped 
and believed that the number of such persons wae 
mall, and he also hoped and believed that they 
had not the backing of any persons of responei- 
bility in the country. But for their existence— 
no matter what may be said to the contrary—he 
would say that in no country in the world was 
life or property more eacred than they were in 
this country. The danger. however, was there, 
and he did not diegnise the fact that it was 
areal danger The country was passing through 
a political fever at this moment—as what conntry 
was not® But notwithstanding the contorted 
vision which a fever was likely to preduce. those 
reaponsible for the administration of the law were

WOMEN’S NATIONAL HEALTH 
ASSOCIATION. 


SCHOOL MEDICAL INSPECTION, 


The tenth annual general meeting of the Dublin 

branch of the Women's National Health Association 
of Ireland was heid at the Dublin Mansion 
yesterday. 
The Lord Mayor, who presided, remarked that 
aince he had been placed in the position of Lord 
Mayor, he had come very much in contact with 
the work of the Association, and he could assure 
them that few of the general public were aware 
of the amount of sound and sensible voluntary 
work done by the Association and the care and 
atiention devoted to alieviaie the sufferings of the 
poor, to bring brightness and happiness into their 
xomes, and the many attempts made to grapple 
with the terrible and dreadful disease, tuberculosis, 
which unfortunately brought so many of their 
people to an early grave. 

The tenth annual report of the Executive, gub- 
mitted by Miss Boland, stated that the general 
work of the Association “had ‘been fully maintained 
and further developed during the year. Eight 
babies’ clubs were worked in the city, and those 
first started by the Association, at Pembroke, Black. 
rock, Kingstown, and Bray, were how working 
under approval of the child welfare echemes. The 
Milliown Club waa recognised directly by the Local 
Government Board. All the clubs were supplying 
meals to nersing and expectant mothers through 
the local food depéts. Several clinics additional 
s St. Patrick 'a, which had been working 47 over 

year, and was recognised by the Board of 
Nafional Education, had been applied for in Dublin, 
and manv lecal branches were following Dublin's 
lend in the matter. Nine depots, formed as the re-

AUSTRIAN ATTACKS SMASHED 
BY ITALIANS. 


An Italian semi-official communiqué regarding 
the Austro German attack on the relette 
strong point on December 4th says :—Guns of 
heavy calibre entered into action, and a hail of 
lachrymatory and emetic gas shells fell between 
the first and second Italian lines, with, however, 
but trifling effects. Italian batteries replied 
with a not less violent concentration of fire on 
the enemy lines and on places of assemblage 
of enemy infantry. At about 10.15 a.m., after 
German mortars had opened gaps in the wires, 
large masses of Austrian infantry were launched 
to the attack of Mount Zomo, which, with 
Mount Sisemol, constituted the left pillar of 
support of the Melette strong point. On the 
southern slopes only of the mountain, between 
the summit and Frensela Valley, three Kaiser 
Jager battalions came to the assault in dense 
waves. The storming parties were able 
to penetrate the northern slopes, but 
were at once counter-attacked and 
destroyed or captured. Along the whole line 
the enemy, beaten by the Italian barrage fre 
or mown down by accurate machine gun fire, 
was driven back in disorder, with very severe 
losses. Another attack about 11 a.m. on the 
wider front, Mount Sisemol-Mount Zomo, broke 
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up under the Italian fire, the enemy retiring 
towards Gellio and Campomulo Valley, followed 
up by the increased fire of the Italian batteries. 
In the meantime the enemy had exerted marked 
pressure on the right of the Italan strong

Mr. Hurd, the Dasly Telegraph Naval Ex- 
pert, writes—At first sight November may ap- 
pear to have heen a rather bad month, but in 
point of fact the loss of tonnage was less than 
in any month since the sink-at-sight policy was 
inaugurated by the Germans. ‘That is a con- 
solatory statement The official return, how- 
ever, deals not with tonnage, but with the 
number of vessels sunk, and in the five wéeks 
of the November period the Admiralty returns 
defy any closer approximation to the calendar 
month.

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THE WAR-TIME BOOT, 


A correspondent, who has just made an exten- 
sive tour in the chief boot-making centres of 
Lancashire, Yorkshire, Leicestershire, and North- 
amptonshire, says that many manufacturers 
fre prepared to make a start on the “ standard,” 
or “ war-time,’ boot as soon as the Boot Con- 
trol Board settles the final details, or makes up 
its mind what it is going to do. The manufac 
turers have two problems to face as soon as 
they make a rtart—the shortage of leather and 
the shortage of male labour. As a rule, they 
have enough raw material to carry on with for 
a little while, but a shortage is bound to come 
sooner or later in view of the embargo placed 
by the Government on imports from America, 
where huge quantities of leather are eating 
themselves up in warehouse expenses, practically 
adding 100 per cent. to the original cost price. 
The shortage may compel same factories to 
close down in a few weeks if more leather for 
civilian purposes is not released. Patent leather 
ia practically unobtainable, and some kinds are 
treble the pre-war prices. The other short is 
the result of conseription and the not unqualified 
success of female labour. In certain classes of 
heavy boots women cannot do the work satis 
factorily, and there are not enough men of over 
military age for the necessary output. With re- 
ard to the war-time boot, some 200 apecimens 
aon been submitted to the Board. te fink 
and general appearance, the samples seen h 
our correspondent have been less or more sacr 
ficed to utility. They are made in three grades, 
and all solid leather throughout, no substitute 
being permitted in their composition. The price, 
| which will be the only ‘standard " thing about 
them, will be stamped on the soles, and so 
arranged that the makers will have a profit of 
5 per cent., and the retailers about 25 per cent. 
profit. One drawback is that only one-third of 
these boots will be made—that is, if a retailer 
orders three dozen of boots, only one dozen will 
be “standard " boots. e remaining two- 
thirds will be the ordinary boote of the factory. 
This restriction, if carried out, will eventually 
defeat the primary object of the boot, which 
was originally intended for the lor w - 
ing classes, but, as every one will require the 
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accumulate unsaleable stocks ordering more.

BRANDY AT OVER £2 10s. A BOTTLE. 

As much as 610s. a dozen bottles was paid for 
old brandy at a sale of wines, brandies, and 
cigars at Christie's, in London. About 70 dozen 
bottles of brandy were offered, and the prices 
realised ranged from 260s. a dozen to more than 
£2 10s. a bottle. The highest figure was reached 
for a lot which included six bottles of brandy, 
1818, Grande Vieille Réserve from the Hétel de 
Paris, Monte Carlo, and choice brandies of the 
1830, 1848, and 1858 vintages. 


A BELATED FOG. 

London has had her first “ November” fog on 
the 4th December, and it is described as cover- 
ing the Metropolis with “a thick, pea-soupy 
pall.”

Allied organisation with a view to co-ordinating 
their action in this direction, and establishing 
a common programme, constantly kept in mind, 
enabling them, while utilising their resources 
to the full, to restriet their importe in order 
to release as much tonnage as possible for the 
transport of American troops

Italian Official.—On the Asiago Plateau the 
enemy, after having gathered a formidable 
errny of artillery, ana renewed and increased his 
forces, which had severely suffered during the 
previous combats, has begun the attack on our 
positions.

IRELAND AND 
REDISTRIBUTION. 


MR. REDMOND’S MOTION 
REJECTED. 


MR. DILLON AND THE 


CONVENTION. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS—Wednesday. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2.45 p.m. 


The debate was resumed on the Home Secre- 
tary's motion to recommit the Representation 
of the People Bill, and on Mr. John Redmond s 
amendment to omit Ireland from the redistribu- 
tion scheme. i 

Mr. DILLON, continuing his speech, which 
was interrupted at 11 moms | on Tuesday night, 
said that the Home Secretary had stated the 
previous night that when the question of re- 
distribution was raised on the second reading of 
the. bill they had grounds for hoping that the 
Irish Convention would make proposals which 
would render it unnecessary to deal with the 
question of redistribution in the present bill. 
He asked was it not inevitable, when they saw, 
at this stage of the proceedings, at great in- 
convenience to the House, and with some danger 
to the bill, this departure from that policy, that 
people should draw the conclusion that the 
Government had now decided to deal with ra- 
distribution because they had ceased to expect 
a report from the Convention. That conclusion 
was inevitable. and the amount of mischief that 
would be done in Ireland by this departure was 
absolutely incalculable. That conclusion would 
greatly be strengthened by the statement of Sir 
John Lonsdale, that thev were bound to con- 
sider the possibility of the Convention's failing 
to arrive at an agreement, and a general elec- 
tion's being held on a new register with the 
Irish question unsettled. He (Sir John Lons- 
dale) saw no reason, he said, why they should 
abstain from providing for that eventuality 
The Irish people would draw the conclusion that 
eomething must have eccurred in the interval to 
alter the policy of the Government, or that it 
had now hecome necessary to provide the even- 
tualitv of an election on a new register with 
the Irish question still ugsettled. 


SINN FEIN AND THE CONVENTION. 


The revolutionary party in Ireland were per- 
feetly open and honest on this subject. They 
were an extremely powerful and growing party,. 
and they were SE cg -and thev did not con- 
ceal their purpose--to destroy the Convention.

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AUSTRIAN ATTACKS SMASHED 
BY ITALIANS. 


An lialian semi-official communiqué regarding 
the Austro-German attack on the relette 
strong point on December 4th says:—Guns of 
heavy calibre entered into action, and a hail of 
lachrymatory and emetic gas shells fell between 
the first and second Italian lines, with, however 
but trifling effects. Italian batteries replied 
with a not less violent concentration of fire on 
the enemy lines and on places of assemblage 
of enemy infantry. At about 10.15 a.m., after 
German mortars had opened gaps in the wires, 
large masses of Austrian infantry were launched 
to the attack of Mount Zomo, which, with 
Mount Sisemol, constituted the left pillar of 
support of the Melette strong point. On the 
southern slopes only of the mountain, between 
the summit and Frensela Valley, three Kaiser 
Jager battalions came to the assault in dense 
waves. The storming parties were able 
to penetrate the northern slopes, but 
were at once counter-attacked and 
destroyed or captured. Along the whole ine 
the enemy, beaten by the Italian barrage fre 
or mown down by accurate machine gun fire, 
was driven back in disorder, with very severe 
losses. Another attack about 11 a.m. on the 
wider front, Mount Sisemol-Mount Zomo, broke 


up under the Italian fire, the enemy retiring 
towards Gellio and Campomulo Valley, followed

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THE WAR-TIME BOOT. 

A correspondent, who has just made an exten- 
sive tour in the chief boot-making centres of 
Lancashire, Yorkshire, Leicestershire, and North- 
amptonshire, says that many manufacturers 
fre prepared to make a start on the “ standard,"’ 
or “ war-time,’ boot as soon as the Boot Con- 
trol Board settles the final details, or makes up 
its mind what it is going to do. The manufac- 
turers have two problems to face as soon as 
they make a rtart—the shortage of leather and 
the shortage of male labour. As a rule, they 
have enough raw material to carry on with for 
a little while, but a shortage is bound to come 
sooner or later in view of the embargo placed 
by the Government on imports from America, 
where huge quantities of leather are cating 
themselves up in warehouse expenses, practically 
adding 100 per cent. to the original cost price. 
The shortaga may compel same factories to 
close down in a few weeks if more leather for 
civilian purposes is not released. Patent leather 
is practically unobtainable, and some kinds are 
treble the pre-war prices. The other shortage is 
the result of conseription and the not unqualified 
success of female labour. In certain classes of 
heavy boots women cannot do the work satis- 
factorily, and there are not enough men of over 
military age for the necessary output. With re- 
ard to the war-time boot, some 200 apecimens 
ave been submitted to the Board. fn fined 
and general appearance, the samples seen b 
our corres nt have n less of more sacr 
ficed to utility. They are made in three grades, 
and all solid leather throughout, no substitute 
being permitted in their composition. The price, 
which will be the only " standard "' thing about 
them, will be stamped on the soles, and so 
arranged that the makers will have a profit of 
5 per cent., and the retailers about 25 per cent. 
profit. One drawback is that only one-th.-d of 
these boots will be made—that is, if a retailer 
orders three dozen of boots, only one dozen will 
be “standard” boots. The remai two- 
thirds will be the ordinary boots of the factory. 
This restriction, if carried out, will eventually 
defeat the-primary object of the boot, which 
was originally intended for the lor w
